(DMRJ, required by ;he Eocky Flats Plant National Pollutant Discharge Elimination-System 
(NPDES) Permit. Pond A-3 did not discharge during the reporting period. Pond B-3 was 
continuously discharged to Pond 8-5 during February 1991. Water was transferred from 
Pond 8-5 to Pond A-4 beginning on February 6, 1991, and continued through February 28, 
1991. Pond A-4 water was filtered and treated with Granular Activated Carbon prior to 
offsite discharge. 

There were no analytical results with values in excess of the permitted levels of any reported 
parameters during the month of February. The results reported are accurate and complete 
within the inherent limits of the sampling and analytical methods employed. 

It is necessary that the Principal Executive Officer sign and date the letter, and the DMR 
forms. As requested by the EPA, the forms for those discharge points which were not active 
are included with the notation of ”No Discharge.” The NPDES permit requires that the report 
be postmarked no later than March 28, 1991, and be sent to the following agencies:

Pond 
8-3 was continuously discharged to Pond B-5 during February 1991, Pond 8-5 water was 
transferred to Pond A-4 beginning February 6, and continued through the month. Offsite 
discharge from Pond A-4 occurred from February 1, through February 28, 1991, and was 
filtered and treated with Granular Activated Carbon prior to offsite discharge. Pond A-3 was 
not discharged during the reporting period.
